I venture to suggest that the world’s peace would be greatly 
promoted by an agreement among the leading nations that no dec­ 
laration of war should be made until the submission of the ques­ 
tion in controversy to an impartial court for investigation, each 
nation reserving, the right to accept or reject the decision. 
The 
preliminary investigation would, in almost every instance, insure 
an amicable settlement and the reserved rights would be a suffi­ 
cient protection against any possible injustice.
